CURRENCY REFORM. 


The Intest suggestion forth- 
coming .regarding currency re- 
form in China is that there is a 
possibility of the silver standard 
being abandoned in favour of a 
linking-up cither with | sterling 
or the U. 8. dollar. If such a 
change is made, Chinese financial 
circles seem to think that sterl- 
ing should be favoured. Inas- 
asmuch, however, as the issue 
appears contingent on the secur- 
ing of an international credit for

REASON FOR POLICY 


The policy was Infd down as a 

result of n question which arose in 
connection wlth the request of Dr.
